Why Some Parishes were not Count- 
ed—Governor Nichejs Declares that 
he will Take his t, ete. 


New Orveans, December 20. ~The 
house committee refused to receive a 
statement from Gen. Anderson of the 
returning board. On being asked 
whether Tilden or Hayes received a 
tnejority of the votes cast, replied that 
ne did not kuow; never added up the 
votes of varishes until ready for pro- 
mulgution; never heard any member 
of the buaid say whu had a majority 
of ‘he voter; ‘the final decision was 
niade in executive session; sometimes 
stlidavits were read; contestants were 
not admitted; the vote of East Feli- 
cian was thrown out because of general 
intimidation; Grant parish because of 
no legal returns; favored counting 
Grant parish, but was overruled. 

The committee aijourned with the 
understanding that all the members of 
the re urnin rd be present to-mor? 
row, when the question of contempt 
comes squarely up. 

New Urtean*®, Dec. 20.—Charles 
Casanave, a member of the returning 
board, testified before the congressional! 
committee to-day at great length. 

Casanave testified that he had been 
a member of the returning board since 
1872; the board were all republicans, 
there was no recommendation needeu 
to fill the vacancy; board could not 
agree; could not produce the origin» 
papers without consent of the board; 
don’t know whether Tilden or Hayes 
electors had a majority of the votes 
cast according to the supervisors state- 
ments; never heard any of the members 
say who hada majority; knows they 
threw out two parishes and several 
polls in other parishes; thinks the vote 
thrown out will aggregate several 
thousand; could not say how many; 
thinks probably 4,000 or 5,000; don’t 
recollect the number of parishes in 
which votes were thrown ou; thinks 
there were fourteen or fifteen. 

Casanane’s evidence is quite similar 
to that given by George Anderson. , 

George Anderson was recalled and 
handed a statement to the committee, 
saying it wae the original statement of 
the vote for presidential electors, and 
signed by all the members of the board. 
The statement contained the aggregate 
number of votes bv parishes,but did not 
know whether a ligt by parishes had 
been made ont. The board couid not 
make a competent list by parishes in 
time for promulyation, but ordered the 
clerk to do it afterwards. The clerk 
made an addition of the votes, leavinz 
out rejected polls. The board revised 
these additions. Explaining alterations, 
Anderson said some of the parishes had 
Lvonmis placed by the clerk,but did not 
remember how the mistake occurre:l, 
The clerk nud oxplained it at that time. 
No one was present jin the room 
where the board was at work the night 
before the promulgation, but the beard, 
except when the counsel was brouytit 
in for advice. Witness produced a 
memorandum of the poll thrown out— 
54 ~—s polis in twenty parishes 
and the parishes of Grant and East 
Felieiana. The supervisors made re. 
turns with three or four polls left out, 
Did not count those left out. Only 
counted those returned. Considered 
no returns of the commissioners. Re- 
fused to receive evidence of certified 
copies of returns of commissioners of 
electors filed in the district courts. 

Tke committee ordered witness to 
bring certain papers. He replied that 
he would submit the matter to the 
board. 

LATER. 


Anderson read a communication to 
the committee sayingthe board refused 
to surrender the original papers, as they 
were for the inspection of the geneial 
assembly only. 

SENATE COMEITTER. 


The statement of votes rejected in each 
parisreceived from the returning board.

CONGRESSIONAL COUNT. 


Washington Coeapantene Cincinnati En 
quirer, 17th. 

The democratic leaders have been 
actively canvassing the situation for the 
past forty-eight hours, with the result 
that their line of policy is assuming 
definite shape. Their courage is grow- 
ing, and the outlook is brightening. Mr. 
Hewitt is authority for the statement 
that if the senate should arrogate tor 
its presiding officer the power to pass 
judicially on the electoral count, the 
house will resist, and will never yield. 
Nearly all of the democratic members 
have been seen individually, and all 
that have been seen are fuily agreed 
upon this point. Mr. Hewitt further 
thinks that a large number of the 
house republicans would not support 
such an assumption on the part of the 
senate. He does not think himseif 
that the senate will assume this much, 
and says to-night that if the right men 
are put upon the joint committee 
which the two houses have authorized 
to try and devise some plan acceptable 
to both for the counting oi the vote, 
they ought to be able to agree upon 
any scheme. He says the house is 
ready to agree upon any scheme which 
is fair a constitutional. Several of 
the republican senstora are known to 
be anxious for a compromise. Morton 
has determined to push his bill, and 
Hewitt says that he personally would 
vote for it it he could get no better. 
Even under that bill the democrats feel 
that they have the advantage, for 
while it provides that the consent of 
both houses shall be requisite to 
cast aside the vote of any 
state, it also provides that where 
two sets of returns shall come up from 
any state, that only sha'l be counted 
with both houses shall agree isthe le- 
gal vote of the state. Double returas 
are certain to come from Louisiana, 
Florida aud South Carolina, and under 
Morton’s bill the house would have the 
right to refuse to agree that any returns 
from these states was legal which should 
be proved to be illegal by the testimony 
taken by its southern committee, and 
such returns could not then be counted. 
This bill, however, is not acceptable to 
all the house democrats, and will not be 
the first compromise offered by them. 
They have the best of the situation, 
and they know it. 

The plan, as explained by Mr. Hew- 
itt to-night, will be to first proffer to 
the republicans their own medicine, 
the old twenty-second joiny rule. If 
the republicans refuse it, they will 
stand before the country in the 
unenviable position of holding that 
what is sauce for the govse is not sauce 
for the gander. Under the twenty- 
second joint rule Mr. Hewitt thinks a 
peaceable solution of the difficulty 
would be had. It could act in two 
ways: it might first throw the election 
into the house through the throwing 
out by that body of votes of Louisiana, 
Florida and South Carolina.

It was referred to the select 
on the subject. The bill is so fair that 
there is little reason to believe that 
those who..intend to make Mr. Ferry 
wing-maker,. will agree to it. 

_ The chief feature of the measure is 
that all quéstions which may arise in 
the counting of the electéral yotée’shall 
he: decided. by a majority of the two 
houses, acting as a joint assembly, and 
balloting exactly as state legislatures 
do for United States senators. The 
joint assembly is to meet in the hall of 
the hoyse, and the president of the 
mate and the speaker of the 
ouse are to conjointly preside. 
The sergeant-at-earms and _ door- 
keepers of the two branches 
are to conjointly exercise their respec- 
tive functions. After the appointment 
of a teller on the part of both the senate 
and house, the president of the senate 
shall proceed to open the certificates, 
beginning with “the original thirteen” 
and taking up those of other states in 
the order of thair admission. Thereare 
numerous sections relating to questions 
that may arise in the quadrennial 
count, all of which are to be decided by 
a majority of votes in the joint assemb- 
ly. All questions are to be de- 
cided by viva yoce_ vote. With 
the assent of the speaker, all questions 
shall be put by the president of the 
senate. There shall be no debate on 
any question of difference between the 
presiding officers, unless it involves the 
counting or rejection of a vote or votes, 
and no question shall be d« bated long- 
er than six hours, nor by more than 
two members, speaking alternately, on 
‘each side. 

These are the principal features of 
the bill. Mr. Knott has not mueh faith 
that the senate will agree to this plan, 
but he holds that it is the only plan 
thus far suggested which would amica- 
bly settle all questions that might arise, 
either now or in the future, which 
would be satisfactory to the people, and 
which is clesrly constitutional.
